‘¢ When the Turkish authorities provided their infantry with a weapon which has 
a range of over 3,000 paces, and which can be reloaded and fired fifteen times a minute, 
they recognized that it would be to make too great a demand upon human nature, or 
at all events upon Turkish nature, to ask that men armed with so perfect a weapon 
should always wait patiently until the object at which they were to fire should be- 
come distinctly visible, or until an assailant, advancing to drive them out of a position, 
should have arrived at comparatively close quarters, before they themselves opened 
fire. Accepting, therefore, the impossibility of persuading their men to always 
carefully husband their cartridges, not to fire until the enemy had arrived within 
what used to be called ‘ effective musketry range,’ they decided that it would be 
better to let their men endeavor to utilize, to the most extreme limits, all the power 
of the rapid-firing weapons with which they were provided ; to open fire immedi- 
ately the enemy came within the very longest range of their rifles, and to fire as 
rapidly as possible ; while, at the same time, since it was inevitable that such a line 
of action would involve the consumption of an enormous number of cartridges, every 
effort was made not only to amass an immense supply of ammunition, but also to 
insure that the men engaged should never run short of cartridges. Accordingly, 





a host of witnesses, we have the testimony of the Russians themselves—that immense 
loss was frequently inflicted upon the Russian assaulting columns by these means; 
that, on more than one occasion, the advance of the Russian lines was not only 
retarded but absolutely stayed ; that the attack faded away ; that the onslaught was, ., 
for the time at all events, definitely arrested by this unaimed high-angle fire before 
the Russians, armed with a weapon of inferior power, could arrive near enough to the 
defenders to reply tv the fire which was devastating their ranks. General Todleben, 
in a letter to General Brialmont, states that the number of Turkish bullets which fell 
among the Russian ranks when they were still 2,000 yards away from the defenders’ 
position was such that divisions which at the outset numbered from 10,000 to 12,000 
men were speedily reduced to a strength of from 4,000 to 5,000; that, in other words, 
— lost half their effectives. Capt. Kouropatkine, speaking of the attack upon 
Loftcha, states that at 2,000 yards from the Turkish position Russian soldiers were 
struck down by the defenders’ bullets, and that at 1,500 yards men were fallin 
rapidly on all sides ; and General Zeddeler, who was present with the Russian G 
when it received its ‘baptism of fire’ at Gorn Dubniak, states that at 3,000 paces 
from the defenders’ position the Russians began to suffer loss, that at 2,000 men

G. O. 41, H. Q. A., May 6, 1881. 


I. By direction of the President par. 4 and 5 of G. O. 84, 
Dec. 18, 1880, from W. D., constituting the Dept. of Arkan- 
sas and the Mil. Div. of the Gulf, are rescinded, and the 
boundsry lines of the Mil. Divs. of the Missouri and of the 
Atlantic are restored to those in force prior to the issue of 
said order, to wit: 











II. There will be three grades for competition and Army 
prizes :

ILI. From the reports ef the best target firing at posts and 
camps, and such other data as may be available, the depart- 
ment commander will annually cause a selection to be made 
of the most suitable man from the class known as “‘ marks- 
men” of each company, troop, or battery. The officers and 
men thus selected will be assembled at some central post of 
his command in the month of October of each year, to com- 
pete for the honor of a place in the Department team of 
twelve. In the-e contests the distance will be 20) yards 
standing, 400 ya'ds kneeling, and 600 yards lying in any 
position witbin the rules. Two complete scores of five con- 
secutive shots each will be fired by each man, and a report 
there f transmitted to the division commander.

As soon as the requisite number of troops can be assem- 
bled at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., the commanding general 
Dept. of the Missouri will take measures to establish a 
school of spplication for infantry and cavalry similar to that 








now in operation for the artillery at Fortress Monroe, Va. 
the code of regulations for which, so far as applicable, will 
be observed uut] the staff of the school can prepare and | 
submit an amended code for the approval of the General of 
the Army. 

The xchool will habitually consist of three field officers of 
cavalry or infautry, with not less than four companies of 
infantry, four troops of cavalry, one light battery of artil- 
lery, and the officers attached for instruction as herein- 
after described. These companies may be changed from 
time to time according to the exigencies of service. The 
ofticers detailed for instruction will be one lieutenant of ; 
each regimeut of cavalry and infantry, preferably such as 
have no families or who have not had previourly the 
benefit of other instruction, who will be nominated by the 
commanding officer of the regiment and announced in 
general orders by the Adjutant-General of the Army, by 
or before the Ist of July of each alternate year beginning | 
with July, 1881, for the next term of two years. The 
Officers so detailed will be attached to the companies com- 
posing the school, and will perform all the duties of com- 
pany officers in addition tu those of iustruction. 

The senior field officer, present for duty, will command 
the school, and the next five officers in rank wil com- 
pose the staff of the school. All officers will purchase 
their own text books and stationery, but other expenses 
will be defrayed out of the post fund so far as existing 
Army Reguletions permit, except blackboards, desks, tables, 
c.airs, furniture, etc., which will be supplied by the 
Quaitermaster’s Department on requisition mads by the 
commanding officer, approved by the department com- 
mander, 

The sch2ol wi'l at all tlmes be governed by the rules of 
disci; line preserited for all military posts, and will be sub- 
ject to inspection by the department and division com- 


manders; but in matters purely pertaining to the course . 


of instru tion, will be exclusively subject to the orders of 
the General of the Army. 


G. O. 43, H. Q. A., May 9, 1881. 


The following form* for monthly report of musketry 
target practice having been adopted. will Le used in place of 
Form No, 80-d, heretofore furnished for such reports (see 
paragr: ph 528, * Rifle Finng,”’ Laidley). 

The ivllowing form* for monthly record of best target 
firing having been adupted, will be used in place of Form No. 
80-c, heretofore turnished for such reports (see paragraph 
529, ** Rifle toms Laidley). 

‘Lhe Ordnance Departme:t will supply the necessary blank 
forms for the foregving reports and records. 

When no tiriug takes place during the month, a letter of 
eenian will be furwarded in place of the required re- 
ports. 

Atiection is called to paragraphs 461 to 472, “‘ Rifle Firing,” 
Laidley, and in all reports and records it will be under-tood 
that firing at 100 and 200 -ards will be standing, at 300 and 
400 yards, kneeling, and at 500 and 600 yards lying down. 

Frum the monthly records of best target firing will be 
made out the aunual classification (paragraph 522, ‘‘ Rifle 
Finng,” Laidley), and in doing this any two scores of five 
consecutive shots each at the same range during the year ; 
may be taken for determining the percentage at that range. { 
In order to qualify as marksman, the soldier must bave the 
required per cent. at each of the ranges—200 yards standing, 
800 yards kneeling, and 600 yards lying down. ll firing at 
300 and 400 yards will be from the kaeeling position, and all 
who have fired during the year at only 200 and 300 yards will 
be classed in the 3d class.

IV. In like manner, the division commander will assemble 
the several Department teams at some convenient post in his 
division to compete for the honor of a place io the Division 
team of twelve, and for the prizes herein described: First 
prize, a gold medal of the value of one hundred dollars, 
with a suitable inscription ; to the next three, a marksman’s 
rifle, with inscription on the butt; and to the remaiuing 
eight of the winnivg team of twelve, each a silver medal of 
the value of five doles, 

V. Finally, every alternate year, beginning in 1882, the 
General of the Army, from the reports of rifle practice in the 
entire Army, will select a team of twelve of the best shots to 
compete for the Army prizes. The time, place, terms of 
contest, name of: umpire, etc., will be announced in orders. 
The first prize will be a gold medal, with suitable inscrip- 
tions, of the value of two hundred dollars ; the three next, 
a marksman’s rifle, with inscription ; and the remaining 
eight, a silver medal of the value of ten dollars. 

VI. All , r:zes herein set forth will be prepared in advance 
by the Ordnance Department, the expenses attending their 
preparation to be paid for out of the contingent fund of the 
Army, and become the absolute property of the winners. 
The badges may be worn on all dress occasions. The con- 
tests at posts and in depa:tments will be with the service 
rifle and ammunition, and in the Division and Army contests 
may be with the marksman’s rifle and service ammunition ; 
the targets, ranges, and other conditions must always be the 
same as prescribed for the Department contests, and the 
selections of the varions teams must be made from a careful 
comparison of the results of the previous year’s reports, 


‘according to the forms prescribed in General Orders No. 43, 


current series, from this office. 

VII. Paragraph 524 (revised edition) of Laidley’s Rifle 
Firing is modified to conform to the requirements of these 
general orders, and the marksman’s rifle will only be issued 
by the Ordnance Department as herein required. Marks- 
man’s buttons will. however, be issued as heretofore pre- 
scribed, and will remain the property of the marksman. 

VIII. The Ordnance Dep:rtment will issue from time to 
time long range rifles for experimental purposes. These 
require a different kind of ammunition, and must not be 
coufounded in the execution of the foregoing general orders 
with the ‘service mnfle” and the ‘*marksman’s rifle,” herein 
referred to ; these two having the same calibre and using the 


same smmunition, the latter only distinguished by its superior 


value and with improved sights.

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Tue Boston Commercial Bulletin says: “For some time 
past negotiations have been pending for the sale of the pro- 
perty of the Gaylord Manufacturing Company, at Chicopee, 
to certain Boston parties who are represented by A. C. Wood- 
worth. The sale has now been consummated, and Mr. Wood- 
worth has taken possession of the shops and real estate 
hitherto occupied by the Gaylord Company. It is expected 
that the lock business will ultimately be removed to Terry- 
ville and a new company will be formed under the control 
and direction of Mr. Woodworth to engage in the manufac- 
ture of swords and equipments, At present the sword busi- 
ness will be carried on by bim as before, and the lock business 
will be gradually closed up so far as relates to the manufac- 
ture in Chicopee. The removal of this business will give 
place for some important industries which will be started in 
the shops referred to before long. The price paid for the 
property is said to be about $100,000.” Mr. Woodworth is 
the president of the Ames Manufacturing Company—the 
largest sword manufacturing eetablishment in the country. 

Wituuam P. Hunt, Esq., the President of the South 
Boston Iron Co., and the Atlas Bank of Boston, is also 
President of the Buchtel Iron Co., of Ohio. This com- 
pany is erecting two large furnaces similar to those of the 
Edgar Thompson Works at Pittsburg, with a daily capacity 
for producing 200 tons of pig iron, or 60,000 tons per 
annum. The experience of the companies, now making 
iron in the Hocking Valley, shows that it can be pro- 
duced at a cost of $11 per ton. The present price of Hock- 
ing pig iron—the kind produced by the Buchtel Iron Co.— 
is from $20 to $24; but if it be estimated at only $18, the 
receipts will aggregate $1,080,000, a profit of $420,000. It 
is the intention of the company to make the mining of 
coal the prominent feature of the enterprise, with a pros- 
pect of a much larger income than from the manufacture 
of iron.

A., of the 2ist Infantry, arrived with his family, from 
the Department of the Columbia, on Monday. On Tuesday 
he proceeded to Washington where he has been assigned to 
duty in the Signal Service office... .Lieut. Swinburne, who 
has been detached from the Hassler from May 1 and appointed 
to the command of the Coast Survey steamer McArthur, is 
relieved on the Hassler by Lieut. T. Dix Bolles, son of the 
former Solicitor-General of the Navy, late on leave at Santa 
Barbara. 

Tue Omaha Herald of May 4 reports the arrival there of 
Lieut. F, Schwatka, $d U. 8. Caval:y. It notes that the 
Lieutenant has grown rather stout since he left Fort Omaha. 
In answer to inquiries Lieut. Schwatka said: ‘‘I was first in 
Omaha eighteen years ago, going with my parents to O1egony 
from Galena, Ill., where I was born; as the old saying is, 
one of the Galena ring. I was appoiuted to West Point from 
Oregon. I was at Fort Omaha eight years ago.” In refer- 
ence to his Arctic exploration Lieut. Schwatka added: “ It 
was the thirty-fourth expedition sent out there, the whole 
having cost England seven ships and two million pounds and 
America about half a million dollars. It was gone two years 
and three months from America, starting from New York, 
At the time I left I supposed I bad a short journey to make, 
but found I was thrown entirely off the track and was of 
course entitled to return to the United States. All of the 
journey in regard to Sir John Franklin was made by sledges, 
I was gune eleven months and twenty days, and took one 
month’s provisions. I trusted to eight breech-loaders and 
8,000 rounds of metallic ammunition with powder to increase 
to 10,000 if necessary. We killed 522 reindeer, about seventy- 
five seal, five polar bears, four musk oxen, and half a dozen 
walrus. We went over the whole ground in our search. It 
had been previously touched from the north and from the 
south.” The account adds that Lieut. Schwatka is the guest 
of U. 8. Marshal Bierbower, and that he is on the way to 
Oregon. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the Norfolk Landmark, formerly of 
the Confederate army, gives an account of a proposition 
made by him in 1861 to Governor Wise, cf Virginia, to cap- 
ture Fort Monroe, Va., with the aid of certain U. 8. soldiers 
of the fort. He says: ‘I proceeded to Hampton, Va., and 
made it my headquarters, initiating a number of the enlisted 
men of the garrison whom we could best trust, among 
whom were three of the orderly sergeants. Our plans be- 
coming better matured these sergeants, who were to arrange 
to bave proper men on guard at certain points, including 
Milk Creek Bridge and at a certain gate, declined to act 
further unless the demand for the surrender was made by 
the authority of the State of Virginia, and a free passport 
guaranteed to them to pess through the State with protec- 
vion during the same.” The project appears to have fallen 
through, however, owing to some technical difficulties pre- 
sented by the Governor. He concludes by saying: ‘‘ You can 





readily see how easy the capture of Fort Monroe would have 
been, with at least one-fourth of the enlisted men in our 
sworn organization and with over three huodred men from 
Hampton and Norfolk, who would not have hesitated at a 
much more hazardous enterprise under the fierce excitements 
of those days.” 

Arthe ladies’ reception given on the evening of May5, at the 
Onion League Club, Philadelphia, amongst the distinguished 
guests were: Pay Director John 8. Cunningham, U. 8. N.; 
Surgeon John L. Neilson, U. 8. N.; Lieut. R, A. Lovell, U.8.

Tux Troy Budget, of May 9, reports the death of Elizabeth 
Harding, colored, at Troy, My 8, aged 104. She was the 
daughter of Paschal Passover, «n African chieftain, captured 
when young by slaveholders, brought to Charleston, 8. C., 
and in 1819 was married to Joshua Hardee, a half brother of 
General Hardee, U. 8. A., of tactical reputation. Her hus- 
band was a native of Virginia, came north in 1810, and took 
part in the war of 1812, aud distirguished himself for per- 
sonal bravery at the battle of Sackett’s Harbor. 

No. 8 of the 2d series of the Personal Narratives of Events in 
the War of the Rebellion, issued by the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Historical Society of Rhode Island, contains an interesting 
sketch of “‘A Recruit before Petersburg,’’ by George B. 
Peck, Jr., of the 2d Regiment, R. I. V. 

Wm. Ross Waxace, author of the poems, “‘ Battle of Tip- 
pecanoe,” “Sword of Bunker Hill,” *‘ Keep Step to the 
Music of the Univn,” “‘ God of the Free,” and other warlike 
songs, wel: known to our soldiers of 1861-5, died in New 
York City, May 5. 

Mas. Josern H. WuittTiesey (retired), U.S. A., is to be 
relieved from duty as treasurer at the Sold.ers’ Home near 
Washington on the 15th of July, 1881; Capt. Stevenson, 
8th Cavalry, is to succeed Maj. W. Last week Col. Cogswell 
(retired) was notified that,he must give place to an officer 
on tbe active list. Some feeling has been created among the

A., died near Green Bay, Wisconsin, on the Ist of 
May, 1881. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the Hartford Times, complaining 
that 1st Lieut. and Bvt. Capt. T. H. Bradley, 21st Iufantry, 
** has not seen his regiment for seventeen years,” on account 
of assignment to bureau duty in Washington, adds: 

But he has been a le :der of the German regul rly and is a 
“heavenly waltzer.” He has never missed a society guther- 
ing, and is a “delightful fellar, you know.” He p.rts his 
hair in the middle end plays polo. 

This descripticn of Capt. Bradley as a giddy, young society 
f ‘p, will probably amuse some personal friends of that officer. 
Tue question of a fair interchange of staff and l.ne duty is a 
very important one, and must some day be settled on a better 
basis than now subsists ; but meantime avy instances of in- 
dividual criticism, on account of prolonged duty in Wasbing- 
ton, should at least be recognizable in their descriptions of 
persons. 

Tue military department under charge of Lieut. Hugh T. 
Reed, U. 8. A., at the Southern Illinois Normal university, is 
reported to be in a good and prosperous condition. Lieut. 
Reed is not in the enjoyment of very good health, but has 
generally been able to conduct his important duties in 
person. 

Gen. DeWirr Cuiinton Baxter, a prominent volunteer 
officer during the War of the Rebellion, died a few di) s ago 
at Phi'adelphix. He was engaged with his regiment in 23 
battles, from Fair Oaks dowa to Petersburg. In October, 
1864, he was mustered out of service. At Gettysburg he was 
badly wounded in the leg. During the battles in the Wilder- 
ness, on the 6th of Muy, 1864, he was shot through the lungs. 
It was not expected that he would recover, and the most ex- 
perienced surgeons pronounced his wound fatal. After long 
and careful nursing he bezan gradually to recover, although 
for fourteen days he breathed through the wound. He was 
appointed a brigadier-general of volunteers when his regi- 
ment was mustered out of service. A curious incident oc- 
curred to him after the war. He was suffering from the 
effects of the wound received, and while in a paroxysm of 
coughing, ejected from his mouth what was apparently & 
lump of “semi-hard” pus. Upon examination it was found 
that imbedded within it lay a piece of the coarse red cloth 
euch as is used for the stiffening and padding of coats. The 
piece was circular in form, about balf an inch in diameter, 
and had been carried by the force of the ball into the lung, 
where it remained for upwards of twelve years. 





Ir may carry some of our elderly naval officers back to boy 
hood’s days, to read the following. which we reproduce from 
a Baltimore paper of 1816: ‘‘We have the pleasure to an- 
nounce the arrival in Annapolis Roads, of the frigate Mace- 
donian, Oapt.

Cooper and 
Mr. Louis Comte of this place, and Mr. Smith, mate of the 
schooner Adeline ; this gentleman was severely wounded in 
an attempt to force the guerd some months since at St. 
Martha, und supposed by those of the prisoners who escaped 
to have been killed.”

Art the conclusion of the ceremonies attending the dedica- 
tion of the tomb of the Association of the Army of North 
ern Virginia and the unveiling of the statue of Stonewall 
Jackson, May 10, at Metairie Cemetery, New Orleans, Jeffer- 
son Davis, after complimenting Gen. Fitz Hugh Lee’s address 
und congratulating the association on the completion of 
their monument, referring to Gen. Jackson, said: “From the 
academic shades of the military institute he went forth to 
battle for the cause of State rights, self-government and 
constitutional liberty. Nobody expected that this quiet pro- 
fessor would have an opportunity to show the great qualities 
he possessed and become the great hero of our war. To-day 
he stands in the opinion of Europeans, so far as I know if, 
the mightiest chieftain of the Confederate cause. The 
silent professor constantly rose like a meteor over the battle- 
fleld of the Confederacy—only like a meteor in its brightness, 
for his light was steady as the orb of day. It shone to the 
very close, increasing in brilliancy and in the trust which the 
people reposed upon it. Such was Jackson. He lived for his 
country, never doubting the justice of his cause, believing 
it was righteous and trusting in it. He died, as I live to-day, 
feeling that the Confederacy ought to have succeeded, be- 
cause it was founded on truth and justice. He gave his life 
for the whole country, and the country gave its heart to 
Jackson. You, the men upon whom he leaned in the hour 
of danger, in honoring him also honor yourselves.” 

A Batavia, N. Y., despatch, of May 10, says: The will of 
the late Gen. Emory Upton was admitted to probate in the 
Genesee County Surrogate’s office, in this village, yesterday. 
The will was drawn by Gen. Upton on July 3, 1875, while he 
was visiting his parents in this town previous to starting on 
his tour around the world. It is asingular document. Miss 
Sara K. Upton, the General's sister, to whom he was greatly 
attached, is the Executrix and principal legatee, though his 
father and mother, who yet live here, and other members of 
the family, which consisted of 10 grown children, are all 
remembered. The value of the estate is estimated at $25,000, 
the greater portion of which is invested in a manufacturing 
concern at Battle Creek, Mich. The income from the copy- 
rights of Gen. Upton’s “‘ United States Infantry Tactics” and 
‘* Tactics for Non-military Bodies” is bequeathed to his sister 
Sara, provided the income does not exceed $1,000. The 
residue of the income from these copyrights, after paying 
several small bequests, is directed to be held in trust by his 
Executors to be applied to the education of such of his 
nephews and nieces as desire a collegiate education, but 
when, in the judgment of the Executors, no more of the in- 
come is needed for the above purpose, they are empowered 
to apply the residue to aid such necessitous and worthy per- 
son or persons residing in Genesee County, N. Y., as may be 
desirous of a collegiate education and shall have passed a 
satisfactory examination before three competent examiners. 
It is s'ipulated that not more than $600 per annum shall be 
80 applied, upon the further condition that one-fourth part 
of the money shall be repaid by the person receiving it at 
such a time within 10 years after its receipt as the Executor 
may decide. The income from these copyrights amounts to 
about $6,000 per year. The steel sabre worn by Gen. Upton 
in the battles of Blackburn's Ford, Bull Run, Gaines‘s Mill, 
Charles City Cross Roads, Crampton’s Gap, Antietam, Fre- 
dericksburg, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, Rappahannock 
Station, Mine Run, Wilderness, Spottsylvania Court-house, 
Cold Harbor, and Petersburg is bequeathed to his brother, 
James 8. Upton, of Battle Creek, Mich., to be by him given 
to the first nephew or collateral relation of the name of 
Upton who may be graduated at West Point and enter the 
Army. His swords, commission, and official papers are be- 
queathed to his father and mother, to be by them distributed 
as they may think proper.

A Prrrsspura, Pa., despatch of May 9, says: ‘It seems 
that the Adjt.-Gen. recently issued a supplemental order 
modifying and virtually annulling, by excepting ‘light wines, 
cider, beer, and ales,’ ex-President Hayes’s order ‘ prohibit- 
ing intoxicating liquors at military posts and stations.’ Mrs. 
McLellan Brown, of this city, Superintendent of the National 
Prohibition Alliance, had an interview with President Gar- 
field on the question. The President said he was not aware 
of any modification of his predecessor’s erder, and that if 
done it was not with his consent.

tive earthquake of the 3d inst. I arrived here on the morn- 
ing of the 7th inst., having been delayed twelve hours on 
the way by an accident, the details of which I shall at an 
early day report to you. I at once called on the Governor, 
Sadyq Pasha, and offered such assistance as it was in my 
power to render. I found that the reports that I had re- 
ceived of the disaster had been exaggerated. The loss of 
life cannot at the present time be accurately computed, and 
the estimates vary all the way from 2,000 to 15,000, the latter 
being, of course, very much too great. In my opinion the 
number killed is probably about five thousand or six thou- 
sand. There were two destructive shocks, at an interval 
of a quarter of an hour, the first causing the greatest loss. 
After them and up to the present time there has been a 
succession of minor shock», which, however, cause no 
further damage. Almost all the houses on the greater part 
of the island have been either throwa down or so shattered 
as to be uninhabitable. I am having an investigation made 
of the ———— attending the catastrophe, and shall com- 
municate the results to you in a detailed report. I have had 
parties ashore every day employed in exiricating dead bodies, 
tearing down unsafe walls and bringiug in wounded from 
the surrounding country. I have established a hospital tent 
ashore, and shall probably have to put up another to-day, as 
the twenty-two wounded which our men brought in yesterday 
completely filled up the space remainiug ia the first tent. 
There are still hundreds of people in the villeges who have 
as yet received no medical atteution whatever. I have seen 
no evidence of want of food amoung the people, the need in 
that respect having been amply supplied, but the want of 
medical care is extremely pressing. Tle natives here exhibit 
a most astonishing indifference to the sufferings of their 
own people, and we have had to compel them to aid in carry- 
ing the wounded. I have been very much pleased with the 
zeal exhibited by both the officers and men of this ship in 
all the work they bave been required to perform since our 
arrival at this place. The following ships are at present in 
this port, viz.: The Turkish guardship from Smyrna, the 
Freuch Avi:os, Bouvet, and Voltigeur, the English gunboat 
Bidery, the English ambassador’s yacht Antelope. The 
Avstrian stationaire Taurus was here for several days, but 
left on Thursday. I shall remain here until the authorities 
have made provision for the care of the wounded I have 
collected and am still bringing in. I shall then proceed to 
Smyrna, take in a supply of coal, and await your further 
orders. I am, sir, very respectfully, your obedient servant, 
Jas.

NEW METHOD OF SLINGING ARMS. 


HEADQUARTERS MARINE Corps, 
ADJUTANT AND INsPECTOR’s OFFICE, 
G. O. 3. Wasuineton, April 16, 1881. 

The following method of “slinging arms,” proposed by _ 
Captain R. 8. Collum, U.S. M.C., having been carefully 
tested on the Asiatic Station, for “ sbip and boat service,” is 
hereby ordered to be adopted for use in the U. 8. Marine 
Corps whenever ‘‘ arms are slung” : 

The ranks having been opened, and pieces at a carry, bayonets 
unfixed, the command will b>: 

1. SLING; 2. ARMS! 

One time and three motivns. 

At the second command, seize the sling with the left hand at 
the height of the shoulder, raising the piece slightly with the 
right band. ’ 

(2.) Raise the piece slightly with the right hand and pass the 
head, then the right arm between the eling and piece, and drop 
the right hand by the side. 

(3.) Place the sling over the left shoulder with the left hand, 
and let the piece hang diagonally across the back, the muzzle 
pointing upwards; tuen quit the sling, and drop the left hand by 


the side. 
1. CARRY ; 2. ARMS! 

One time and three motions. 

At the second command, seize the sling with the left hand at 
the height of the shoulder; at the same time slip the right arm 
outside the sling, and seize the piece at the small of the stock, 
back of the hand to the right. 

(2.) Raise the piece with the right hand, and with the left bring 
the sling over the head ; carry the piece to the right shoulder with 
b th hands ; resume the carry with the right hand. 

(:.) Drop the left hand by the side, 

[NOTE.] : 

This manual can be executed in closed ranks and on the 
march by the same communds and instructions. 

For the purpose of drill, the slings should be loosened to 
their fullest extent.

MARKSMANSHIP IN THE ARMY. 
E publish this week the General Orders from the 
Hdgqrs of the Army on the subject of Rifle Prac. 
tice, of which we have already given a synopsis. The 
only change from the programme as presented in the 
Army anp Navy Jovenat is the substitution of 400 
yards for 300 yards, as the distance to be shot over in 
determining the contest for the trophy to be held by the 
company or battery making the best score annually in 
target practice. The prize in this contest is what is 
known as the ‘‘ Nevada Badge,” a description of which 
appears elsewhere, accompanied by a wood cut, which 
may serve to give some idea of this handsome trophy. 
The scheme of individual rewards presented in General 
Order No. 44 is fitly supplemented by the offer of tbis 
badge for company shooting. The contest for the 
medals, valuable as it will be in its results, must cf 
necessity settle down to a struggle for pre-eminence be- 
tween those, comparatively few in number, who show 
their ability to take high rank in target practice. 
The contest for the Nevada Badge will stimulate every 
man in the Army to do his best, for it can never be made 
certain that the result will not turn upon the improve- 
ment in an individual scure, such as the worst shot in 
the Army is capable of making, provided he can bit the 
target at all in the prescribed distance, and if he cannot 
perhaps it may be as well for him to take his scalp 
where it will be in less danger than in those contests be- 
fore the living butts with which so many of our sol- 
diers have been familiarized by experience. 

Even more important than the provision for target 
practice is the encouragement given to hunting by Gen. 
Sherman’s Order No. 44. Whatever the cost of improv- 
ing our men in the use of their weapons the money can 
never be considered as wasted. And in this matter of 
hunting we have the means at hand which no European 
State possesses in equal degree for converting our Army 
into a body of expert marksmen. With s> small a force 
as we have we hope to see the time when some system 
will be adopted by which to weed out of our Army the 
men who, from any cause, show special inaptitude for 
training as marksmen. Aside from the needs of the 
peculiar warfare, to which we are just now accustomed, 
in all future wars, as the London Times hae ably argued 
in a recent number, ‘‘ shock tactics, which look so pretty 
on the parade ground, must give way to the develop- 
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sale direct, of lines of goods whi h enue and cell well 
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ment of accuacy and nourishment of fire, and the indi- 
vidual soldier must be made as complete a fighting 
animal as possible, instead of being reckoned as a mere 
point in a curious and elaborate geometrical pattern.” 
Many controversies, it says in the same article, ‘‘ have 
been raised by the great wars which have since 1866 





caused a revival of military art. The comparative power 
of artillery and infantry fire, the best method of attack. 
ing a position, the tactics of attack and defence, and 
the protection of troops in the field are all questions 
still open to argument. But there are no two opin- 
ions as to the vast increase which has lately taken 
place in the power of the infantry rifle when well 
used, or the fact that whatever be the relative 
positions of the three arms, the final decision of 
battles must rest with the infantry. Artillery may 
prepare the way by crushing the masses of the 
enemy and ought to assist in the final struggle more 
than is generally recognized by the English system of 
tactics. Cavalry may protect at first, use opportunities 
during the action for hampering and confusing the 
enemy, and join in the final charge. But only infantry 
can at the critical moment drive the enemy from his 
position, put him to rout, and occupy the ground left 
free by his retreat. It is, moreover, agreed that this im- 
portant work must be chiefly done by fire. The vast 
increase of power occasioned by extended range and 
rapidity of shooting has had no corresponding increase 
in the power of the bayonet, and the progress of rifle 
fire may be expected to continue while the use of the 
bayonet remains stationary. But, ir order to develop 
the value of the rifle to its fullest extent, it is necessary 
that the individual soldier should be a marksman. A 
thousand arguments might be arrayed in support of this 
assertion, but none of them would have the force of the 
practical example given lately in South Africa, where 
English soldiers were overpowered and their courage 
quelled solely by the superior shooting of the Boers. 
All the accounts of the engagements there show that 
hand-to-hand fighting was impossible, simply because 
the men could not advance to close quarters with their 
enemy and live. Yet when the Boers attacked the 
English position on Majuba-hill the fire of the infantry 
was so little effective that the enemy were alle to 
assemble gradually in large masses and finally carry the 
position by assault, because, even in defence, the men 
could not use the bayonet in face of the accurate fire uf 
the Boers. The same lesson was given to all armies in 
the late Bulgarian campaign. In the open, when good 
shooting was difficult, the Turks bad not a single success 
against the Russians if the numbers were at all equal. 
But at Plevna and other places, where rifles could be 
rested on the parapets and fired with steady, level aim, 
the Russian attacking forces were literally swept away. 
This is not surprisiog when it is remembered that a line 
of men have only to aim straight to their front without 
elevating the muzzles of their rifles at all, and it will be 
certain that no troops in the world can approach within 
100 yards of them without being, not decimated, but 
annihilated. If, therefore, many cases show that even 
with modern rifles such advances have been made with 
success, the explanation must be that the shooting is 
bad, and the only question is whether it must continue 
to be so, or whether semething like individusl accuracy 
cannot be attained by the infantry soldiers of this 
country. . . . All that is required is that every man, or 
even most of the men, should be able to fire straight and 
low at moderate ranges. The natural tendency of all 
infantry in presence of an enemy is to fire their rifles 
without carefully aiming them. The men watch their 
antagonists nnd almost always keep the butt of the rifle 
low and the muzzle high. The result is that most of 
the bullets fly over the heads of those whom they ought 
to strike. It is not necessary, and cannot be expected, 
that all should be expert marksmen, though the num- 
ber of such should be increased by every possible 
means.” 








THE NAVAL PRIZE ESSAY. 


Tue Naval Institute prize for 1881, consisting of 
$100, a gold medal and a life membership of the insti- 
tute, for the best essay on the ‘‘ The Types of Armored 
Vessels and Unarmored Cruisers Best Adapted to the 
Needs of the United State:,” has been awarded to 
Lieut. Edward W. Very, U.S. Navy. The judges of 
the award were Commodore W. N. Jeffers, chief of 
ordnance; Chief Constructor John Lenthal and Chief 
Engineer J. W. Kirg. A despatch from Washington 
announcing the award says: ‘The award in this in- 
stance has an especial interest, as Lieut. Very and Chief 
Engineer King published at the same time last year 
rival works bearing the same name, ‘The Navies of the 
World.’ The subject was treated in an entirely differ- 
ent manner by the two writers, and, while both were 
highly spoken of both in this country and in England, 
opinion was very much divided with regard to the 
superiority. Asthe judges for the award of the prize 
had no means of knowing the name of the writer, 
Chief Engineer King has unwittingly paid the highest 
compliment possible to his rival.” 

Lieut. Very’s essay is certainly an exceptionally able 
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one, and shows such mastery of a subject, about which 
he is unusually well informed, that we are not surprised 
that it should have been awarded the prize. Following 
the method of induction Lieut. Very undertakes ‘‘ to 
determine, ist, what the necessities are calling for the 
use of a navy; 2d, the importance of, and amount of 
variation in, the services required of vessels in the ful- 
filment of the demands of these necessities; 3d, what 
types amongst those represented in different navies may 
be safely excluded from consideration on account of the 
lack of probability of an urgent necessity arising for 
their use; 4th, to select from the remaining types the 
ones best calculated to deal with the necessities which 
will either certainly or most probably arise; 5th, to de- 
scribe in detail the modifications which those most 
probable necessities demand.” 

The necessities which may arise in any maritime 
country fora navy, growing out of a condition of a 
belligerent are classified as follows: ‘‘1st, the defence 
of seaports and the mouths of rivers and bays; 2d, the 
prevention of a blockade of these ports and rivers, or 
the breaking up of ableckade already established; 3d, the 
protection of national commerce; 4th, the breaking up 
of the enemy’s commerce; 5th, the crippling of the 
enemy’s naval force; 6th, the blockading of an 
enemy’s ports; 7th, the transportetion and convoy of 
land forces and the assistance of armies landed in an 
enemy’s country.” 

Those calling for the services of a navy by a maritime 
neutral nation are classified asfollows: ist, to prevent 
its citizens from supplying a belligerent with articles that 
are recognized as contraband of war; 2d, to prevent the 
giving of aid and shelter to a belligerent beyond the 
requirements of common humanity ; 3d, to prevent the 
carrying on of warlike operations by a belligerent within 
the neutral territory; 4th, to protect national life 
and property in belligerent territory from danger 
during warlike operations; 5th, to prevent an 
unjust interference by a belligerent with the rights of 
neutral commerce.” And those which require a navy 
in time of peace as follows: ‘‘1st. To prevent citizens 
of the country, or foreigners within the national terri- 
tory, from violating the laws of amity by actively sus- 
taining foreign insurrection or rebellion, or from making 
arbitrary acts of reprisal for injuries done by citizens 
of a friendly nation; 2d, to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of United States citizens in danger from mobs or 
insurrections within the territory of a friendly nation ; 
3d, to call the attention of another nation to the imme- 
diate necessity of arranging differences, or to warn for- 
eign citizens against the performance of arbitrary acts 
iujurious to United States commercial rights; 4th, to 
aid in obtaining a correct knowledge of the waters and 
coasts of the world by means of exploring and survey- 
ing expeditions, and to aid and extend the interests of 
commerce.” 

These various circumstances are presented in the 
essay at length, and from an analysis of them the con- 
clusion is drawn that for our ‘‘ Standing Navy in time 
of peace or neutrality an active force of unarmored 
vessels is necessary, proportioned in number to the 
amount of interests at home and abroad requiring pro- 
tection. Cruising stations for squadrons are necessary 
in those parts of the world affected by United States 
commercial intercourse. Vessels of a medium class 
are mainly required and these vessels must possess & 
® maximum of speed and capacity for fuel; they must 
also be provided with full sail-powers not only as a mat- 
ter of cruising economy but to enable them to keep the 
sea for long continued periods. On certain stations 
these medium vessels must be supplemented by cruisers 
of the heavier classes. Finally, the Navy must possess 
& certain passive force of the stronger or armored 
element.” 

The sea-going or cruising types of armored vessels 
are condemned, so far as the United States is concerned, 
we being subject to none of the necessities which com- 
pel their use abroad. Considering, then, the problem 
a8 to how a given amount of urmored strength as a mass 
shall be distributed in order to best defend the coast 
from threatened or actual attack, Lieut. Very culls at- 
tention to the fact that our coast is divided naturally 
into a series of districts or basins within whose limits 
inter-communication is readily obtained, but which are 
so separated from each other as to render it difficult to 
send vessels rapidly from a point in one to any threat- 
ened point in another. These basins may be arbitrarily 
named as follows: ‘‘ist. The Gulfor Maine, limited on 
one side by the New Brunswick boundary, and on the 
other by the outlying islands and banks off Cape Cod. 
2d. The North Atlantic, comprising the great bight 
between Narragausett Bay and Cape Hatteras. 3d. 
The South-eastern or Carolina, including the crescent 
between Hatteras and Key West. 4th. The Gulf, from 
Florida Keys to the Rio Grande. 5th. The California, 





from San Diego to Cape Mendocino. 6th. The North- 
western, from Mendocino to Vancouver. The Alaska 
coast is omitted from consideration owing to its present 
lack of commercial importance.” 

The types of armored vessels should, therefore, be 
limited to coast defence vessels ; and owing to the limi- 
tation of total requisite strength brought about by the 
normal peaceful condition of the country, this power, in 
the interests of economy, should be divided principally 
amongst light harbor defence vessels uble to support 
heavy guns and armor on account of the services re- 
quired in beating off armed cruisers, and possessing a 
fair modicum of sea-going power. These qualities are 
best combined in the monitor type of vessels. For the 
armament of these monitors two long ten-inch steel 
hreech-loading rifles are proposed, that is, guns capable 
of piercing a fourteen inch wrought iron plate at 500 
yards. A comparison of weight with the present arma- 
ment of XYV.-inch guns shows a decrease of two tons. 
The armored vessels are modifications and improve- 
ments of the present pure monitor type. For the first 
or heaviest class, he proposesthe Belleisle type of British 
coast defence vessels (reduced Dreadnought), pure and 
simple with a maximum displacement of 4,000 tons, 
double turrets and 12-in. steel breech-loading rifles. For 
the second class, he takes the Passaic type of single 
turretted monitors as a base, cuts down the small free- 
board, now given, to nothing, bringing the armored 
deck flusa with the water line. Upon tiis he erects an 
unarmured superstructure six feet in height all around, 
raising the turret that height to gain an increased com_ 
mand, whilst by transferring the quarters from below to 
the superstructure he gains space for coal and increased 
boiler and engine space. The manner of mounting the 
turret is altered to the French style; the hull is built of 
iron, the armor is compound steel and iron and 
the battery is changed to 10-inch breech-load- 
ing rifles with a penetrating power of 14 inches 
of wrought iron at 800 yards. These alterations are 
made without carrying the displacement above 2,000 
tons or increasing the draught beyond 18 feet. The 
armored fleet consists of 24 vessels with an aggre_ 
gate displacement of about one-third more than is now 
represented by our monitors. His second class monitor 
resembles closely the Guinea class of Duteh coast de- 
fence vessels, which have given perfect satisfaction 
during the ten years that they have been in service. The 
following table shows the proposed peace strength 
and its distribution : ;

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‘¢ None of the old ironclads,” says the essay, ‘‘can be 


economically rebuilt to meet the requirements demanded, 


but while these vessels still retain a semblance of 
strength a wise system of construction will enable the 
substitution to be made quietly, certainly, and without 
any appreciable increase in the yearly amount appro- 
priated for constructional purposes. 

Fifty vessels is the cadre proposed for the unarmored 
vessels of the Navy list, and to provide a margin for 
non-effectives it is proposed to have at least sixty ves 
sels off the stocks in order to realize this force of fifty 
vessels available within six months. His 1st rate 
unarmored vessel is of the TZrenton class with a 
change of battery from eleven 8-inch rifles to sixteen 
7-inch; the position of the spar deck is altered so as to 
give an increased power of fore and aft fire, and the 
steering-wheel and bridge are mounted forward of the 
foremast. The 2d rate is of the Alaska class with a 
lengthened forecastle, a broadside battery of 6$-inch 
rifles and two 8-inch pivots and an improved arrange 
ment at the break of the poop, by which without in- 
terfering in the least with the cabin, a clear stern and 
quarter fire is attained from two 6}-inch guns. The 8d 
rate is of the Swatara class, and the 4th rate of the 
Yantic, the battery arrangements being somewhat similar 
to that of the 2d rate. He recommends an iron hull, 
sheathed for 1st rates, a steel hull for 2d rates and com- 
posite for the 8d and 4th. He presents this tabu- 
lated statement of the fleet, showing a total of sixty 
uparmored vessels with an aggregate displacement of 
but a little over 700 tons more than is now represented 
by our ships afloat : . 
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ARMY SURVEYS THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


In the chapter of Ben Perley Poore’s gossipy, ‘‘ Rem- 
iniscences of Washington,” which appears in the Atlan- 
tic Monthly for May, we find the following: ‘‘ The 
honors secured tor Col. Fremont by his father-in-law, 
Mr. Benton, for his path-findings acress the Rocky 
Mountains, inspired other young officers of the Army, 
and some civilians, with a desire to follow his example. 
Returning to Washington, each one had wonderful tales 
of adventure to relate. Even the old travellers, who 
saw the phoenix expire in her odoriferous nest, whence 
the chick soon flew forth regenerated, or who found 
dead lions slain by the quills of some ‘fretful porcu- 
pine,’ or who knew that the stare of the basilisk was 
death—even these, who saw unicorns yraze and who 
heard mermaids sing, were veracious when compared 
with the explorers of railroad routes across the conti- 
nent. Senator Jefferson Davis did much to encourage 
them by having their reports published in quarto form, 
with expensive illustrations, and Cornelius Wendell laid 
the foundation of his fortune by printing them as ‘Pub. 
Does.’ ” 

Of the reports referred to by Mr. Poore in this para- 


*. |graph ten volumes were published. Two of these, 


Volumes VIII. and [X., were occupied with the report 
of Prof. Baird. Two others were the exclusive work 
of scientific men, Volumes IV. and X. The first con- 
tained the reportsof Dr. Bigelow, Dr. Englemann, Prof. 
John Torrey, W. 8. Sullivant, and Dr. Kennerly; the 
other, the conclusion of Prof. Baird’s report, and reports 
from Charles Girard, Dr. Kennerly, Dr. Heerman, and 
E. Hallowell. Five of the eight remaining volumes were 
so largely the work of scientists that the question of 
their publication could hardly have been determined by 
a desire to favor the Army officers who contributed to 
them. Volume III. contained the reports of Lieut. A. 
W. Whipple, Thomas Eubank, Prof. Turner, and Prof. 
Jules Marcou ; Volume V. those of Lieut. R. 8S. Wil- 
liamson. W. P. Blake, Prof. Louis Agassiz, T. A. Con- 
rad, A. H. Gould, Prof. Bailey, Prof. Schaeffer, J. D. 
Easter, John Torrey, E. Durand, and T. C. Hilgard; 
Volume VI. furnished the reports of Lieut. Williamson,

the National Academy of Sciences the question ds to 
whether reports from these gentlemen were or were not 
likely to have been worthy of preservation. 

Turning to the three remaining volumes of the series 

we find that one, Volume XI., was the exclusive work 
of Lieut. Gouverneur K. Warren; another, Volume 
I., was the work of Captain Humphreys, Lieut. G. K. 
Warren, Capt. Geo. B. McClellan, and Gov. Stevens 
(Gen. Isaac I. Stevens). The third contained the reports 
of Lieut. C. 8. Beckwith, Jos. Schief, John Torrey, 
Asa Gray, F. W. Lander, Captain John Pope, J. C. 
Booth, W. P. Blake, Lieutenant J. G. Parke, and 
Colonel William H. Emory. Possibly some of 
the officers here named may have been “troubled 
with youngness” in those days—alas for them it 
is so no longer—but the reputation they have since 
won would indicate that their work even in those 
early days was worthy of the attention Congress gave 
it. There is not one of them to whom Mr. Poore would 
not concede the character of a conscientious and able 
officer. To which of their reports does he then refer? 
To that of General Humphreys, Warren, McClellan, 
Stevens, Pope, Parke, or Emory? Not having the 
leisure of a Washington correspondent we have 
not found time for that careful examination which Mr. 
Poore must certainly have given them before venturing 
upon this easy-going condemnation of works to which 
their authors, or such of them as are still living—now 
grown gray in honors and dignity—look back with a 
pride even greater than that which they take in achieve- 
ments that now give them a larger place in public 
esteem. 

Our own impression is that the surveys, of which Mr. 
Poore speaks so lightly, have been worth to the country 
many thousand times all they have cost. They were 
the first step in our progress toward that vast develop- 
ment of the country west of the Mississippi, which has 
added an empire to the territory of the United States ; 
they made possible the railroads that have bound 
together the States of the Atlantic and the Pacific slope, 
and transformed the region of the great plains from an 
unknown wilderness, given up to the savages and the 
wild beasts, and repelling settlement with its unknown 
terrors, into organized and populous States, contributing 
yearly to the wealth of the nation an aggregate, in 
comparison with which the cost of these surveys is like 
a rivulet to the ocean. To what extent our develop- 
ment west of the Mississippi is due to these surveys it is 
of course impossible to say; that they have had a direct 
and most important bearing upon it cannot be ques- 
tioned. And those who now travel leisurely across the 
continent in their palace cars can have no idea of the 
hardships and difficulty of travelling over the same 
territory thirty years ago. It was an unknown and 
trackless desert, peopled with terrors from which the 
boldest shrank dismayed. Officers sent there were sup- 
posed to take their lives in their hands, and that the 
reality did not prove so bad as the anticipation, detracts 
nothing from the resolution and devotion to duty which 
prompted them to this difficult service. ‘‘ Captain 
McClellan,’’ said Jefferson Davis, Secretary of War, one 
day to Geo. B. McClellan, ‘‘I wish to send you on an 
expedition from which it is to be feared that you will 
never return alive.” That expedition was one of the 
Pacific surveys, and though McClellan and the other 
explorers did return alive, they did not travel in palace 
cars, and found horse flesh, mule meat, and alkali 
water more plentiful than the juicy steaks and the 
sparkling wines, which are now within call of the 
traveller to the Pacific coast. 








THE RANK OF MIDSHIPMEN. 


Tue controversy as to the right of the Navy Depart- 
ment to re-arrange the rank of midshipmen on their 
promotion to the grade of ensign bids fair to soon reach 
a settlement. The act of July 15, 1870, provided as 
follows: 


Students at the Naval Academy shall hereafter be styled 
Cadet-midshipmen. - When Cadet-midshipmen shall 
have passed successfully the graduating examination at the 
said Academy, they shall receive appointments as Midship- 
men, ranking according to merit, and may be promoted to 
the grade of Ensign as vacancies in the number allowed by 
law fi that grade may occur. (16 Stats. Ch. 295, Sec. 12). 


This clearly prescribed the time and manner of fixing 
the relative rank of officers on entering the Service, and 
it is contended that, after it had once been so estab- 
lished, any subsequent alteration of such rank was 
wholly unwarranted by law. The class of 1871 was, 
however, upwards of three years after leaving the 
Academy, re-arranged on the basis of the examination 
of its members for promotion to the grade of ensign. 
Those who were injuriously affected by this re-arrange- 
ment have been earnest in protesting against it. Secre- 
tary Thompson was, we learn, fully persuaded that in- 


the Solicitor-General. 
In 1872 Congress added the following;to the former 
legislation : 
Sec. 14838. Graduates of the Naval Aeademy shall take 
rank according to their proficiency as shown by their order 
of merit at the date of graduation. (Act of May 23, 1872, 
17 Stat. 153). 


This simply emphasizes the act of 1870. Subse- 
quently the substance of both of these acts was em- 
braced in sections 1483 and 1521 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. Following, these, however, the Department still 
insisted on the members of classes finally taking rank 
“according to merit” at their examination for pro- 
motion to the grade of ensign; and not on the basis of 
their examination on leaving the Academy. So far as 
classes affected by the act of 1872 or the Revised Stat- 
utes are concerned, no opinion or formal decision on the 
question has ever been rendered. A mandamus pro- 
ceeding intended to test the matter was pending in the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia at the time 
of Secretary Thompson's resignation; and it was dis- 
missed without a decision for this reason. 

At the present session of the Senate a resolution was 
adopted calling for information on the subject, and also 
inquiring by what authority of law the re-arrangements 
of rank had been made. After hearing an argument on 
the subject Secretary Hunt decided to submit all the 
questions involved to the Attorney-General. Shella- 
barger and Wilson, and J. W. and Geo. L. Douglass, 
represent the parties interested. A number of officers 
whose rank would be unfavorably affected by the 
change have signified their approval of it on the ground 
of its justice. 








Tne Naval Board ordered to examine the machinery 
of the Brayton Petroleum Engine Company, have re- 
ported to Chief Engineer Shock, giving in detail the 
results of their experiment with the Mystery, on the 
Potomac. They sey: ‘‘Asto the adaptability of this 
type of machinery to steam launching and its fitness for 
naval purposes, we would state that the principal ad- 
vantage to be derived from the use of motive power of 
this description is the celerity with which machinery 
can be put in operation, only a few seconds being re- 
quired for that purpose. The use of this motor is un- 
attended with danger, aud it is well adapted for special 
naval purposes, such as launches used at Navy-yards, 
for attachment to cranes and stationary engines; but on 
account of the danger from fire in carrying large quan 
tities of crude petroleum on board our cruising vessels, 
and as our vessels often visit ports where petroleum 
cannot be obtained, which would render this type of 
machinery powerless, we can only recommend its use 
as above mentioned. The liability to derangement is 
about the same as in the ordinary steam engine.” The 
report is signed by Chief Engineers Philip Inch and 
Wm. 8S. Smith and Passed Asst. Engineer John Lowe. 
The board also report that they consider the Brayton 
motor as econoniical as steam under certain conditions. 








Ir having been reported that the Naval Station at 
Port Royal, 8. C., was to be abandoned, a local delega- 
tion went to Washington this week to prevent the 
carrying out of such a plan. In company with Senator 
Wade Hampton they called upon the President, Secre- 
tary Hunt and Admiral Porter, and presented their case 
with effective arguments. The report arose, probably, 
from the withdrawal of the U.S. Storeship Wew Hamp- 
shire. The station is to be maintained and another 
storeship is to be sent there, but the Department has 
not yet made the selection. Admiral Porter said he 
favored the establishment of naval repair shops in the 
harbor of Port Royal as one eminently fit for the pur. 
pose.

WE publish a number of important orders from the 
War Department this week which simply put in official 
form information given to our readers in the JourNnaL 
of last week. G.O. No. 41 furnishes the detail of 
the abolition of the Department of Arkansas and the 
Military Division of the Gulf and the restoration of the 
boundary lines of the divisions and departments from 
which they were taken as they were before. G.O. No. 
42 establishes the school of application for cavalry and 
infantry at Fort Leavenworth, and is in all respects in 
accordance with the synopsis we published last week. 
The three orders on the subject of target-practice we 
also presented a synopsis of, and comment upon them 
elsewhere in thie number. 








THERE has been much talk, especially this week, 
about an upsetting of the bureaus of the Navy Depart. 
ment, which finally settles down to the announcement 
of the resignation of Captain Richard L. Law as Chief 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks. Captain Law’s 
resignation was accepted by the Secretary in a compli- 
mentary letter. Admiral Nichols is named as Captain 
Law’s successor, the purpose of the Secretary being to 
have in command of the Bureau an officer of higher 
rank than Capt. Law.

On Tuesday, May 10, Major Merrill offered the following 
expression of opinion for adoption by the Whittaker Court- 
martial : 

«The court will decline to hear any further accumulation 
of expert testimony on the subject of handwriting. The 
court has given this subject a most patient and careful hear- 
ing on all sides, and has permitted the widest latitude to an 
examination extending through nearly 10 weeks, and is now 
satisfied that no valuable information can be conveyed by 
further testimony on this head. The court feel competent 
to deal justly with the question before it involving hand- 
writing on the expert evidence already before it, without 
consuming any more time and expense in that direction.” 

The defence introduced as their next witness Mr. David N. 
Carvalho, a photographer of New York. Mr. Carvalho is 
one of the shrewdest as well as the most practical of the 
long list of experts who have appeared in this case. 

On Wednesday, May 11, Major Sumner offered a resolution 
for meeting at 9.30 instead of 11 4. m., but is was defeated, 
after consideration in secret session. It was ordered that 
hereafter all resolutions be offered and considered in closed 
court. 

Prof, R. C. Greener then testified to Whittaker’s good 
character, and to his, belief that Whittaker had not written 
the note of warning. Dr. Geo. K. Smith, a Brooklyn physi- 
cian, testified in regard to the probable truthfulness of 
Whittaker’s statement of having fainted after his assailants 
jeft him, and remained unconcious for some time. 








Frest LIEUTENANT WitiiAm V. Wotre, 2d U. 8. Iafantry, 
died at Washington, D. U., May 8. He wasa native of 
Kentucky, and on the 14th of Dec., 1861, was appointed ist 
Lieut. of the 15th Kentucky Volunteers; mustered out De- 
cember 9, 1862 ; on the 7th of March, 1867, was appointed 
2d Lieut. of the 35th U. 8. Infantry ; unassigned Aug. 12, 
1469 ; and on the 29th of April, 1870, assigned to the 2d U.S. 
Infantry, in which regiment he was promoted Ist Lieut. 
March 4, 1870. A wife and children are left to mourn his 
loss, and many warm friends in the Army. He was abrother 
of ist Lieut. N. Wolfe, 2d U. 8. Artillery. The remains have 
been taken to Louisville, Ky., inccharge of Col. J. M. Bacon, 
Aide to General Sherman, and were escorted from 912 Penn- 
sylvania Avenue, Washington, May 10, to the Baltimore De- 
pot, bya detachment of one lieutenant and twelve men of 
the U. 8. Artillery from the U. 8S. Barracks, D. C. Towards 
the close of his life he was troubled with softening of the 
brain, which necessitated his becoming an inmate of the 
Government Asylum for the Insane at Washington. The 
writer, who saw him there a few weeks ago, recalls the 
pleasant greeting he received from Lieut. Wolfe, which 
gave evidence, however, of the malady then nearing its 
fatal termination. The brothers Wolfe were sons of the 
gentleman who presided over the Kentucky Senate in the 
days of secession, and to whose decision at that critical 
time the continuance of Kentucky in the Union is largely 
ascribed. 

ANOTHER old hero has answered to the last roll-call. The 
Rey. Dr. John McCarty (retired), chaplain U. 8. A., died in 
Washington, D. C., on Tuesday evening, May 10, 1881, in the 
83d year of hisage. At the time of his decease he was the 
oldest chaplain inthe Army. Attached to the military family 
of Gen. Scott, he served in a remarkably heroic and con- 
spicuous manner throughout the Mexican war; at the front 
in many engagements he was ever unwearied in his attentions 
to the corporeal and spiritual necessities of tne enlisted men. 
Disclaiming the idea that he was a fighting man, he con- 
stantly averred that when duty called, personal earnestness 
and bravery should be manifested in the chaplain as well as 
in the officers and men of the line. He received the soubri- 
quet of the “Fighting Parson” and by the enlisted soldiers 
was brevetted “Bishop.” At the close of the war he was for 
a time stationed at Jefferson Barracks, Mo. ; resigning from 
there, in 1853, he went to Fort Vancouver, Oregon, now 
Washington Territory, and was then elected post chaplain. 
He organized Trinity Church in Portland, Oregon, preach- 
ing there every Sunday morning; after service he would 
walk over to the river, when a hoat would carry him to Van- 
couver where he would preach at the Fort in the evening. 
Full of energy and good works he was beloved by all who 
knew him. Some one more able and more familiar with bis 
personal worth will hereafter write the record of his eventful 
and useful life. We believe that he left but one child—a 
s0n—a married daughter having recently died in Oregon. He 
was placed on the retired list Sept. 16, 1867. His funeral 
took place May 12, at three o’clock, from St. Mark’s Church, 
corner of Third and South A streets, Washington. The 
bearers, mostly brother officers, were Maj.-Gen. Townsend,

To carry out the provisions of G. O. No. 3, Mil. Div. of the

Only sober and reliable men will be selected. 

From these company teams there will be selected post or 
regimental teams, under instructions to be given hereafter.

The “Rifle Team” sent to Creedmoor from this Division 
last year, for the second time, scored four more points than 
any other Army team has made its second year, and fifty-one 
more points than the Pacific team made in 1879. Under the 
circumstances, as reported, the performance of the team is 
most creditabie. 

Individual members made the highest scores in several 
matches, and won eighteen prizes out of forty-one awarded 
to those using the Springfield rifle. 

The Division Commander directs that, commencing on the 
23d of May next, the best shots at each post in the Division 
compete for places in the contest to come off at Department 
Headquarters for the Department medal, and for places in 
the Division contest. 

These post contests will continue for three consecutive 
days, at the 200, 500, and 600 yard ranges, ten shots at each 
range, under Creedmoor rules. 

From the post competitors will be selected the best shots, 
in number equal to twice the number of companies at the 
post, who will go into special training, and will be sent to 
Department Headquarters, so as to arrive there on or about 
June 22, to compete during three days, commencing July 7, 
for the Department medal, and for places in the contest at 
Division Headquarters, come off in August. The firing will 
be at 200, 500, and 600 yard ranges, ten shots each day at 
each range, under Creedmoor rules. 

The twelve best shots in the Department of California, 
nineteen in the Department of the Columbia, and fifteen in 
the Department of Arizona, determined by the July contest, 
will then be sent to Division Headquarters, so as to arrive on 
or before July 16, tocompete during three days, commencing 
August 4, for the Division medal, and for places in the Creed- 
moor team, should one be hereafter anthorized.

Crrovtar of April 15, from the Headquarters Department 
of the East, just issued, publishes extracts from the records 
of target practice of troops serving in that department for 
the month of March, 1881.

The practice at Fort Brady for March—usually one of the 
most unfavorable in the year—was excellent. 

At Fort Niagara the firing at 200 and 300 yards is especially 
good, although the best scores were ouly of five shots each ; 
ten or twenty shots would have been better. 

At Madison Barracks, as usual during all seasons, the 
firing is most creditable. An average of 84 per cent. for 14 
men in 38 is seldom equalled. 

At Plattsburg Barracks the results shown are of the very 
best. 18 men at 200 yards, 6 at 300 yards, and 11 at 400 
yards, making superior scores for any season of the year. _ 

At Fort Columbus and Fort Schuyler the unusually high 
scores of the best shots named are also noticeable, and 
worthy of commendation. 

In future it is desired that battery and company com-~- 
manders state in their reports of firing the total strength 
present at their commands, and give the average per cent. 
made by the men at each range. 

Careful attention is called to those portions of General Or- 
ders No. 3, series of 1879, from these Headquarters, relating 
to the danger from firing pins broken, or not working freely 
in the breech block, and to the necessity of careful individual 
instruction—by the aid of a suitable rest—of men ignorant of 
the proper manner of holding the rifle, sighting, and pulling 
the trigger.

A TEST PROPOSITION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Sir: I have read with more or less interest the arti- 
cles appearing in the Journat of late under the author- 
ship of ‘‘ Junius” and ‘* One of the Ten Senior Cavalry 
Captains.” Of course I sustain the statements of the 
former, not considering that any reflections upon the 
service of officers of the cavalry are made to which 
exceptions can be taken, but only arguments in favor of 
a system that will open the way for more rapid promotion 
throughout the line of the Army; which need not 
‘reinforced ”” or vouched fer to make every word as 
**true as Gospel,” but only needs the unselfish support 
of all arms of the service to be realized and eventually 
to prove a benefit to the entire line of the Army, and 
this without prejudice to any. 

Referring to the article accredited to ‘* Another 
Cavalryman ” I beg, without a semblance of egotism, to 
state that during the past fifteen years I have served in 
an iofantry regiment side by side with cavalry, at posts, 
and in the field, where ‘‘two blaukets” were all we 
expected, and as for eating, if we got our fill of Lacon, 
hardtack, sugar and coffee, the great luxury of a few 
cans of condensed milk was more thonght of; and in 
fact it was considered impracticable to furnish trans- 
porta.ion for such articles, as we had no lead horses, 
and as for getting ‘‘ fat” on this, we never thought of 
such a thing, but preferred the reverse. 

Now, with all the double service claimed by the 
cavalryman over that of the infantryman, with a full 
knowledge of the duties to which both arms of the

POST SCHOOLS. 
7) the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sim: There are many enlisted men and their children 
attending the post schools of the Army, taught by en- 
listed men detailed on extra duty for that purpose, re- 
ceiving thirty-five cents a day as compensatiou. While 
the position of school teacher in civil life is an honora- 
ble one, it is quite different in the Army. The Army 
schoolmaster has not snly his school duty to perform, 
four or five hours a day for the children, and two hours 
in the evening for the men, excepting Saturday and 
Sunday, but company duty also. He has to attend 
drill and dress parade, all company inspections, besides 
monthly inspection and muster, very often closing 
school for half a day for that purpose. To be in a close 
room every day from four to six hours teaching chil 
dren and men in all branches and all es from the 
letter ‘‘A” to Algebra is sufficient work (for the mere 
pittance he receives) without, as soon as this is over, 
rushing to his quarters and shining his belts and gun, 
and out for an hour’s drill. If a man is not fit to be a 
teacher he should not be employed as such, and when 
so employed should have some privileges attacked to 
the place. It is rather galling to a man, to work 
all of an evening session trying to learn a sergeant or 
corporal to read and write, then next morning have him 
ordering you around with a broom and shovel scraping 
and cleaning the same as if you were on company duty. 
While a man is on duty as schoolmaster of a post, that 
should be his duty, his only duty. He should be ex- 
cused frem all other duty. As it is now, it is the most 
undesirable of all places. The pay is a mere nothing, 
and no man will serve as a teacher if he can help it after 
finding out what they have to do. There should be a 
change in these school matters for the better, or else 
abolish them altogether.

In the latter pa t of March, 138!, Major Wilson, being on duty 
at Cleveland, Uuio, mede .equisition upon the Quartermaster at 
Buffalo, N. Y , for f rage for 4: rch. Th Quartermaster declined 
to fill the requi-ition because it did not reach him in sea-on to be 
filed in March the Re ulations providing that forage must be 
arawn in the month in which due. 

Doubt! 6+ Major Wilso made his requisition as so ‘n as he be- 
came aware tht hix rizht to forage had been ee'ablished by an 
act of Congress - it would bave been idle labor to make it before. 
Having used all the diligence which the circumst .nces admitted 
of he sho Id : ot suffer because the forage could not be deliverea 
to bim within the month I think be is clearly ent tled to rem 
bursement.

The fact that forage could not be furnished should 
be shown by the certificate of the Acting Assi:tant Quarter- 
master or by otter satisfactory provf. . 
As forage is to ‘‘ be issued to officers only ir the month 
whea due,” the A. A. Q. M. properly declined to purchase 
forage under the order dated April ist to supply the defi- 
ciencies of the preceding month. W. W. Upton, 
Second Comptroller. 
The late Major Clarence Mauck, 9th Infantry, applied 
previous to his death for commutation of quarters while on 
sick leave. On this application the Second Comptroller de- 
cides as follows : 
** Officer went on sick leave April 16, 1879, returned to duty 
April 23, 1880, forwarded claim to second auditor through 
Payma-ter-General, who states his belief to be that officers 
on sick leave are not entitled to commutation. Auditor re- 
ferred case here for considerativn, concurring in views of 
Paymaster-Geners] and expresring opiiion that cluim should 
be rejected. Papers returned to secoud auditor with follow- 
ing eudorreme nt : 

- —— returned to the hcnorable second auditor : 
It wou!d seem to be cle .r that the ninth sectiou of the act of 
June 18, 1878 (20 St , 151), m:kes provision for the payment 
of commutativn of quarters to such oiticers only as are en- 
titled to, but cannot be furnished with quurteis in kind ; @. é., 
officers at ports and stations where there are no public quer- 
ters available for their accomodation. The meani: g and 
force of that provision are spparently well defined by juiicial 
deci-ion ; for in view of the close resemblance between that 
provision +nd the regulition (paragrepb 1080, Army Regula- 
tious of 1863), which goverued the p»yment of commu- 
tation before that allowance was abolished in 1870, it would 
seem that the decision made in the Phisterer care (4 Otto, 
219), is directly ajp'icable to cares now arisiug. The su'e to 
be dedaced from that cose ix that an officer, to be entitled 
to commutation for quarters, must be on duty at a pi st or 
station. As, therefore, Mijor Mauck wes absent from duty 
throughout the period covered Ly his claim, it must be held 
that he is not entitled to the cominutation claimed. unless it 
be made to appear that bis case is taken out of the general 
rule by some other statute. 

‘So far as this office is informed the only act which makes 

any exception to that rule is the act of July 29, 1876 (19 St, 

102), whereunder certain ofticers may be allowed, in tue dis- 

cretion of the Secretary of War. kave of absence without 

deduction of pay or allowance for periods and un ler liai a- 

tions therein prescribed. It is not necessar, now to inqure 

under what circumstances +n officer who has been allowed 

leave under th.t «ct is entitled to commutation. It is rull- 

cier.t to say that Major Mauck’s leave was not granted there- 

under, and that his case is therefure governed by the generl 
rule aforesaid. 

“Said act of 1876 and the act of May 8, 1874 (18 St., 49), 
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June 20, 1864, section 11 (15 St., 145). and the leave of ab- 
sence referred to is the same in all of said acts, that is to 
gay, the ordivary leave as disiiuguished from sick leave, or 
as expressed in the act of 1864, ‘leave of absence for o' her 
cause than sickuers or wounds.’ Such is the view which has 
always obtained in practice, and such as it seems to me is the 
plain intent of the law. Q A 

The action of the auditorin declining to entertain the claim 
of Major Mauck is therefore approved.

In another case the Second Comptroller decides as to the 
meaning of ‘‘temporary absence” in paragraph 1082, Army 
Regulations of 1863. Capt. James A. Snyder was charged 
with $205.59 for commutatio: paid him during an absence 
from bis station in 1867, of two periods, each exceeding thirty 
days. He was engiged in con iuctiug recruits from New 
York to the Southwest. He states that it was not known how 
long it would require to make either journey ; that each was 
made ia the shortest tine practicable ; that his quarters in 
New York were necessarily retained ; that on one journey he 
was ordered to delay on account of yellow fever and lack of 
transportation ; and that on the other he was detained whiie 
preparing Gen, Griffin’s remains for removal to Washington. 
Upon this case the Second Comptroller says : 

‘It seems that it was once the rule, though for a short 
time only, to refuse to #llow commutation for quarters or 
fuel to any officer for time during which he bad been absent 
from his st tion on duty, if the period of absence exceeded 
thirty days, it being arbitrarily beld that absence for a period 
exceeding tivat limit was not ‘temporary atsence,’ witinn the 
meaving of the regulation, now jouod in paragraph 1032 of 
the Army Regu'ations of 1863. 

‘Wh: ther such « rule would lawfully be made may well be 
doubted, but it seems unnecessary to c msider the question. 
The rule has not been adhered to. Exce;-tions to it were in- 
troduced as exrly as 1840 ; and the exceptions to it have been 
80 numerous, and so many classes of otticers bave been ex- 
empted from its operation, that »pparently there is nothing 
of it left. Examin«tiou of the records of this office shows 
that it his not beeu eufurced agaiust officers of the following 
classes, viz : Members of Court-martial, officers uuder ar- 
rest or upon trial, officers of tie Pay Department, aud In- 
sp°ctor-Geueral's Department ; and it is believed that this 
li-t 1s not extiaustive. It thus appears that the rule was not 
slways or even generally enforced, but, on the contrary, that 
the exce; ti n was allowed to prevuailin the majority ; and 
apparently, iudeed in very nearly all of the cases tu which 
the ru'e was originally applicable, it would -eem that the ex- 
ception has reiily become the rule and therefore thut com- 
mutation ought uot now to be deuied to an officer who has been 
absent from his stafiun on duty merely because his absence 
exceeded tiirty days. 

“The charges standing against Capt. Snyder were raised 
under the old rule. Ove of the reasuns urged by him for 
their removal is the same that was given by Comptroller 
Brodhead for the action taken by him in 1865 (Section 1798, 
digest of 1869), when he held that the rule was not to be 
strictly entorced against officers of the Pay and Inspector- 
Geueral’s Department, viz.: that m some cises the officer 
being unable to decide whether his ubrence would extend 
beyond the thirty dxys, mu-~t contiuue his arrangements and 
expenses at his stati n for quarters and fuel. 

“In view, therefore, of the f ct that the reasons given for 
some of the exceptions adm tied 18 applicable to this case, 
and the further favt that the rule aforesaid has been so d s- 
regarded that it has lost ali force, it is the opinion of this 
Office that the account of Capt. Snyder should be revised ; 
and, if it appear that his statements are correct, and thit he 
was lawfully ia receipt of commutation at his station and has 
not overdrawn his allowa:ce, therefor that said charges 
should be removed.

STATE UNIFORMS. 


On Mond+y, May 9, the following bill was introduced into 
the Assembly at Albany, New York: 

Section 113 of Chapter 80 of the laws of 1870, entitled ‘‘An 
act to provide for the enrolment of the militia, for the organ- 
ization of the Nstional Guard of the State of New York and 
fortbe public defence and entitled the military code,” is 
hereby amended to read as fo'lows : 

_ Sec. 113. In lieu of uniforms and equipments being furn- 
ished by the State to non-commissioned officers and privates, 
ax heretvfure provided by law, there sha'l quarterly be paid 
by the State to the military fund of each regiment, battal- 
ion, and separate troop. battery or company of infantry, 
for the purpose of siding the non-commissioned officers, 
murivians, and privates of said organizat‘ons in procuring 
their uniforms and eqnipnents sums equal to $25 for each 
voluuteer hereafter auly enlisted thereiu for the term of 
five yea's, subject to the provisions of section 13 of this 
act, and in order t» determine the amount of mouey to 
which each reg ment, battalion, separate troop, batt-ry, and 
company will be entitled uuder the provisions of this sec- 
tion, the commandant of each regiment, battalion, and 
separste troop, battery or com: any, shall tran+mit to the 
Adjutant-Ge:.eral quarterly, on or before the 15th day of 
Jauuary, April, Juy, and October in each year, an enlist- 
ment paper for each voluuteer so enlisted during the pre- 
ceding quarier, such enlistment paper to be duly signed 
and attesied accurd nz to law, and sworn to by the officer 
making saia enlistment as beiug true and correct. Aud 
for the purpose of puiying the said sums of money, the 
C. mptroier shall quarterly draw bis warrauts upou the 
treasurer in favor uf tue county treasurer, in the same 
mavner as is provided in s:ction 178 of this act, on the 
ceriiticate of the Adjutant-General, approved by the Com- 
m:nder-in-Chief, showing the amount that each regiment, 
battlion, separate troop, battery or compiny is entitled to. 
The said muney, thus appropriated fur uufurms and equip- 
meuts, shell be held sacred and invivlate for such purpuse, 
aud stall uot, in any event, be expended for any otber, 
and any misapplication of such fund in any form whatso- 
ever shal be punished as provided by section 267 of this act, 
and toe making of a fal-e enlistmeut paper shall be deem:+d 
& misdemennvr; and a fa'se onih to tue uuth thereof shall be 
deemed perjury, and puuisbed as such. Uniforms and equip- 
meuts may be iurvisved to new orgauizatious, in the tirst 
iusiance, directly by the State. But the provisions of tunis 
section and the next preceding ove relating to equipments 
shall not apply to tue eulisted men of the cavilry and artil- 
lery, — iu so far as their personal equipments are con- 
c.rued, 

This amendment is supposed to cover the vexed question 
of uniforms as reported by the commission on revision of the 
code ; but Mr. Draper, its father, seems to have very little 
koowledge of the cost of military clothing and equipments. 
If the amendment called for $45 instead of $25, then com- 
pauy and regimental commanders would be enabled to equip 
their men iu a cowplete and serviceable uniform which would 
last during the five years’ term of servive, the prompt pay- 
ment of the State enabling commandanuts tv make sati-factory 
contracts. This amendment in substance was submitted to 
the commis-ion, by an officer of the 1-t Division, his idea 
being that the State would furnish a service dress. The 
argument was that onthe receipt of the enlistment paper 
properly certified, the Adjutant-General should approve of 
the payment of $25 for the purchase of a full dress uniform 
for the new recruit. The great leak, so frequently men- 
tioned during the arguments for and against the new code, 
would then be stopped, and in fully equipping the man at 
the outset, company and regimental commanders becoming 
responsible for the safe-keeping and protection of State pro- 
perty, both men and officers would be thoroughly satisfied, 
and the State save in five years enough money to reuniform 
its troops. But what can be bought for $25 to last for 


five years? 


REMARKS OF ADJT.-GEN. FREDERICK TOWNSEND. 


PRESENTED TO THE COMMITTEE ON MILITIA OF THE NEW YORE 
ASSEMBLY, APRIL 27, 1881. 


In the matter of striking out the staff departments, the 
comumssioners, comprising as they do -o many “ staff offi- 
i cers,” it is fair to presume, were certsiuly more actuated by 
proclivities for the * line” than for the ‘‘staff,” and indeed 
this seems to be natural enough, inasmuch as three of them 
have seen much more service in the “line” than they have 
jin the *‘siaff,” both in the National Guerd, and, as to two 
| of them, in the battles of the Rebellion. In abolishing these 





| departments the commissioners by no means intended to 
| aboli-h the duties pertaining thereto, but tou simplify their 
discharge by requiring the duty at the hands of oiticers who 
were naturally responsible therefor, and thus r-lieve the 
m litary list of a number of really unnecessary officers, 

In the matter of rifle practice, iurtcead of retaining the 
pres nt expensive and cumbersome system, they propose to 
hold the commanders of org.nizations equally res,»onsible 
for the instruction of their commands in rifle practice, as 
they are now held for instruction in mancuvres, as both 
kinds of instruction are matters of tactics—and that such 
instruction shall be imparted in the drill rooms and at the 
Siate camping grounds where the most improved “butts” 
are to be provided, instead of at ranges belonging to private 
asrociations all over the State. subsidized largely by the 


; money of the State, and they rel7 for the proper enforcement 
of this requirement upon the general regulatiovs which will 


| elaborate and formul :te the principies of the projected Code. 
In the matter of the ameudment:s in reference to uniforms, 
| it may without deubt be insisted that rcarcely another plan 
could be d-vised short of absolute plunder than the present 
one, which is demoralizing and pernicious in the extreme.

Besides it is not known to be fact that 
notwi:hstanding that this fund, in the langnage of the Oude, 
“shall be held sacred and inviolate itor this purpose, 
nawetly, for u .iformiug and equipping the com nand, there 
are some regiments in the Na ioval Guard who devote this 
fund to other purposes in utier defi.nce of the law. Tuey 
really have no occasion for the fund, iuasmuch as the men 
provide themselves with their uuiforms at their own indi- 
viiual expenose, but the abstracis, which in f.ct are not what 
they purport to be, are forwarded all the same to the 
Adjut .nt-General’s office for approval, perfectly regular on 
their face, with vouchers appeoded thereto made out to the 
regiment and rece:pted by the contractors, those ‘old and 
most persistent advocates” ‘often seen in the lobbies of 
the Legislature,” who furnished the uniforms not to the 
regimeut at all, but to the mea individually and were by the 
men individually paid. 

Iu this connection it may be stated that it is credibly 
averred that some two contractors alone in New Yu rk city are 
$30,000 in advauce to organizations disbanded ad others, 
It is certainly to be regretted that un furms and equipments 
cannot be procured without the in erventiou of cuniractors 
with al tueir iusatiable trait:, but it is sufe to say, thas, 
whatever plan my be pursued in carrsiag out the detail for 
the supply of uvifurms authorized by the projected Code, 8o 
long as Goveruor Cornell is the Cummander-iu-Cnief, the 
sleep of the officers who signed this protest will not be per- 
turbed by the vision of a Judas in his staff. 

But another reason why the present plan is pernicious is, 
that itis abortive in producing uniforms for soldiers’ work, 
resulting only as it does in produciug un:furm: of a tawdry, 
showy and flimsy nature, whith iu one or more nights 
bivouac :n the streets or in raiiroad sheds or other similar 
places, are ruined irretrievably tor all ceremouious occa-ivns 
tuereafter. And the su ply vill of the succeedi sy Logisia- 
ture is freely resorted to fur another reit in smilar stuff. 
But these ; rutesting officers s.y that “ service intue National 
Guard must be attructive,” that “ purades iu handsome 
anifurm with music aud banners in presence of admuring 
friends aud an appreciative public” are vital to its existence, 

If that be the biusis of the regiments whvse officers signed 
this protest, it were better that the money of the Stite were 
aliogether withdrawn from them and given to those whose 
soldierly instincts do not depend on tiusel or degener.te iuto 
sucer clip-trep. Aride from the demoralizing features of the 
pres- nt pian, it is a more extravagant ove than where the 
uviforas ave supp ied in kind, Tue Guird, reduced as it will 
be to 13,000 vfticeis and men, $96,000 would be needed each 
year a+ the uniform and equipment fund Ly the present plan, 
whereas the Guard b: iug unce equipp din the rervice uui- 
furm as contemplited by the prujected Code, probably not 
more than $50,0U0 would be nee ied fur the supply of recruits 
and for repa rs each year, thus affurdivg an anual saving to 
the State ot $46,000 or thereabouts, wuich with tue saving of 
$50,000 from the annua! appropriation for the running ex- 
pens. s of the Guard in tue future, there will be a total aunual 
saving to the State of $96,000. 

In co: nection with the remarks on rifle practice, I beg to 
say that [ am and always have been in favor of rifle practice, 
My experieuce in the War of the Rebellion alone was sutti- 
cient, tu say nothing of theory on the subject, to make it ap- 
parent to me that rifle practice in the National Guard was of 
importance equalled ouly by the necessity of its kuowledgo 
of manoeuvres Ly which 1ifle practice cau ouly be made effec- 
tive on the buttle-field. 

Iudeed, while I am the Adjutant-General, rifle practice 
shali have its due care along with instructiou equally vital to 
the suld erly existeuce of the Guard, andI am ce tiin in- 
finitely better resul.s can be achieved for the Guard than 
flows from the preseut sy-tem, Itis imtended that but half of 
tne Guard is to be encamped each year, the other half of the 
Guard, however, will be o:dered nevertheless to the dis- 
charge of their duty in the matter of mfle practice, so thit 
each year the whole Guard will have its instructiou therein, 
and perhaps it is desirable that section 111 of the projected 
Code be amended by the addition, after the first semi-colon, 
of the words ‘‘ one or more of which shall be devoted to rifle 
practice.” 

[It only remains to say that this proposed new military code 
was reported adversely on May 10, from the Assembly Come

Tacticat Pornts.—An ofticer of the Gate Ci y Guard, 
Ailanta, Ga., sends us the fullowing questious which he 
answers for the benetit of all concerned, and at the sane 
time gives his reasons for his decisions. The questions are : 

lst. Can the command ‘right (or left) drexs” be given 
when the company is at a “right shoulder wm-?” 


2d. Is it neces-ary for the company to be brought to a 
‘“‘carry arms” betore the command “right (or lef.) dress" 
cau be given? The drill to be according to Upton’s Revised 


Tactics. 

He answers the questions as follows : lst. Yes ; 2d. No; 
and continues: These auswers are based on the following 
reasons : 

lst. The Tactics do not require the company to be brought 
to a “‘carry” before the command to “‘diess”’ can be given, 

2d. A company being iu colamn of files at a “right 
shoulder,” and being exercised ia the ‘ faciugs,” are brought 
by ‘right (or left) face” toa company froat. The “line” 
would no doubt be a little irregular, and it would be super- 
fluous to require the instructor to bring them to a “carry” 
be‘o e he could “‘ dress ” bis company. 

8d. If a company efter “stacking urms ” should require to 
be “‘dressed,” 1t would be absur to mike them break the 
“ stacks ” and come to a “carry ” in order to ** dress.” 

4h. In marching at a ** right shoulder,” company front, 
aud the command be given “‘left wheel,” the men are re- 
quired to /ook and dr ss to the right. They are not brought 
to a “carry ” in order to wheel ruund # corner. 

5th. Being at a “halt” and company front, at the “ right 
shoulder,” in order to gain a few feet to the rear, the com- 
mand “right (or left) backward dress” can be given without 
first commanding ‘‘carry arms.” My opinion is that the 
command ‘right (or left) dress” may be given while the 
men are at a ‘‘carry,” “ right shoulder,” ee ** trail,” 
“reverse,” “secure,” or ‘‘arms port,” aud it is easier to 
‘dress” while at a “right shouider” than ata “carry,” 
because in tue latter pos.tioun the upper part of the barrel 
obswucts the view.

Again, during 
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a battalion drill, a regiment being ployed into close column 
on first division, right in front. Under paragraph 387, during 
battalion drill, the arms are habitually carried at the right 
shoulder, consequently on the completion of the ployment 
and before executiug a new movement the instructor would 
so order the pieces. Now the commnd on first division de- 
od column 1s given, pieces at the right shoulder, The first 

ivision is ordered to stand fast and at the command march, 
the chief hastens to the left of the front rank and orders the 
dress. The other divisions are dressed successively, each 
being brought to a support after the * front” of the pre- 
ceding division. Now here is the common sense of the 
tactics. The bringing of the piece to the support at the 
close of the movernent is certainly to relieve the men from 
the tiresome cerry, as well as to indicate to the commandant 
the completion of the movement. Andif the Ist division is at 
aright shoulder, there would be no particular need of ordering 
support, for the men would be under no strain. Besides if 
the pieces are either at a right shoulder or support, we con- 
sider that without leaning forward it will be almost impossible 
to see the coat buttons of the second man to the right or 
left, par. 38. 2d. The facings are taught to a squad without 
arms, and the occasion mentioned in the question is only an 
imaginary one, for if an instructor was exercising in the 
Jacings common sense would at once show him that the 
pieces should be at the carry. 3d. To dress after stacking 
arms is covered by per. 38. Itis not necessary to have the 
pieces in order to execute an alignment. 4th. In wheeling 
the dress is kept up by a touch of elbow toward the pivot 
flank, the men merely seeing the eyes of the men to their 
right or left. The principles of par. 38 are not required at a 
wheel. 5th, Such a command may of course be given, but 
we cleim that it would be an error, the pieces should first be 
brought to the carry. 


Szeventu New Yorx.—Capt. H, 8. Steele, commanding the 
second company (B) of this regiment, has issued to his com- 
mand an order congratulating the officers and men on its 
prosperity, in which he says: **The record of rifle practice 
for the season is a proud one, the company having won the 
Abeel trophy twice, making three times in all, and being the 
only company that has yet won it; also wiuning the teams 
of three match three out of four times, thereby carrying 
the medal for the ensuing year. In Creedmoor (State) rifle 
practice the company stands third in the State ; two more 
marksmen would have placed it first. In volley and file 
firing the extraordinary figure of 78 per cent. of hits was 
attained.”

Firry-rirst New York (SyracusE).—On May 6 this regi- 
ment had its first drill at the armory since the annual muster 
of last fall.

The dress parade was as good as any we ever saw the regi- 
ment have.

rank of colonel of cavalry ; four aides-de-camp, with the rank 
of colonel, whose term of service shall expire with that of the 
Governor ; there shall be a major general of division, his 
staff shall be as follows: one assistant adjutant general, one 
inspector, one surgeon, each with the rank of colonel ; one 
paymaster, one quartermaster, one judge advocate, each with 
the rank of lieutenant colonel; three aides-de-camp, each 
with the rank of major ; there shall be one brigadier general 
to each brigade ; his staff shall be as follows: one assistant 
adjutant general, one inspector, ope surgeon, each with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel; one quartermaster, one pay- 
master, one judge advocate, each with the rank of major ; 
two aides-de-camp, with the rank of captain ; to each regi- 
ment there shall be one colonel, one lieutenant colonel, and 
one major ; to each battalion there shall be one major ; the 
regiment or battalion staff shall consist of one adjutant, one 
quartermaster, one paymaster, each with the rank of first 
heutenant ; one ——-, with the rank of major ; one assist- 
ant surgeon, with the rank of first lieutenant ; one chaplain, 
one judge advocate, one inspector of rifle practice, each with 
the rank of captaia ; one sergeant major, one quartermaster 
sergeant, one commissary sergeant, one hospital steward, one 
principal musician, one color sergeant, and two general 
guides, each with the rank of sergeant; to each infantry com- 
pany there shall be one captain, one first heutenant, one sec- 
ond fer prcrmage and not less than fifty nor more than eighty 
enlisted men, which number of enlisted men there may 
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general.

— Tue 3d New York Brigade, General J. M. Varian, com- 
manding, consisting of the 7th, 8th, 69th, and 71st regiments, 
will have a field day at Prospect Park, Brooklyn, on Thurs- 
day, May 19. 

— Barrery K, 1st New York Division, Major A. Hoelzle, 
commanding, were recently assigned armory quarters in th 
Division ‘‘ Rendesvouz,” West 13th street, but in attempting 
to take possession the major found that it was utterly impos- 
sible for him to drive his guns and caissons through the en- 
trance of the new quarters, while on examination he found 
that it would be equally impossible for him to store his bat- 
tery and equipments in the tan bark mng. He has therefore 
dismounted his guns and turned them over to the chief 
of ordnance, 8.

the association ; Col. Lawrence, secretary. 

— A CORRESPONDENT in Elizabeth, N. J., writes that the 
G. A. R., of New Jersey, and N. G. organizations, are an- 
noyed at the claims of a company of Zouaves iu that city, 
whose captain is not a Graud Army man, but asserts, never- 
theless, that each year they are pressed to come to N. Y. 
City, and are given the post of honor as escort to the G. A. 
R. posts on Decoration Day. Our correspondent insists that 
the Zouave company would not be invited to parade with the 
G. A. R. of N. J. 

— WE have ready a full description of the last drill and 
review of the 14th N. Y. (Brooklyn), which, at the last mo- 
ment, we are compelled to postpone until next week. 

— WE would invite the attention of the Inspector-General, 
State of New York, to the very numerous methods of execu- 
ting the Manual of Arms extant in the Ist and 2d Divisions. 
The tactics are issued for the government of the State troops, 
and any departure from their directions should not be per- 
mitted. 

— THe 23d New York, ten commands, twenty files front, 
held au out-door drill on East Side Lands, Prospect Park, on 
May 10. The drill was principally in the school of the skir- 
misber, although to vary its monotony several ployments and 
deployments were handsomely executed. In the skirmish, 
the several rallies, advances, retreats and assemblies were 
handsomely executed, while the firings were, as a rule, of a 
very high order. 

— Tue Veterans of the 9th regiment are making unusual 
preparations to celebrate the twentieth anniversary of the 
departure of the regiment for the war. It departed May 27, 
1861, 1,000 strong, and returned three years later with about 
80 men.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


Tue series of artillery experiments which were carried 
out last year at Dungeness, on the south coast of Eng- 
land, will be resumed early in May. Much interest 
attaches to these trials, as it is hoped they may decide 
many vexed questions with regard to the new field guns 
of the British army, as compared with the similar artil- 
lery of other nations, and enable a decision to be arrived 
at as to the best means of developing the penetrating 
power of the heavy ordnance. 

Tne Grand General Staff has published in Berlin the 
19th section of its elaborate work on the Franco-Ger- 
man war, which describee the advance of the 2d and 7th 
Army Corps, commanded by Generals von Fransecky 
and Von Zastrow, under General Manteuffel, over the 
wirtry and almost impassable plateau of Langold to 
Burgundy for the support of General von Werder ; and 
this concludes its account of the purely military opera- 
tions. ‘The next and last section, already in print, will 
treat of the working of the field post and telegraph, 
ete., and wind up with the armistice and the final 
evacuation of French territory. 

A REVERSIBLE helmet cover has been designed by 
Captain F. 8. Dagmore, 64th British Regiment, for the 
purpose of preventing the white (or dark) helmets of 
the British Infantry from serving as bulls’-eyes for an 
enemy to ‘‘draw a bead” upon. The cover shows either 
a dull green or a neutral sandy-brown, according to the 
nature of the shelter obtainable in the locality; and can 
be slipped on the moment before going into action, or 
even after troops have been posted under shelter, so as 
to puzzle an enemy over the disappearance of the white 
head-dresses of the moment before. The cost and the 
weight of the cover are alike insignificant. 

Jupaine from the alterations deemed necessary to be 
made in the British composite gun-vessel Mallard since 
her last commission, it is wonderful that she ever re- 
turned home in safety. In addition to having been 
fitted with ‘* bilge keels” and having twelve tons of ex- 
tra ballast put under her boilers, she is now detained.at 
Devonport to take on board eight tons of extra ballast 
to make her safe before proceeding to the West. Coast of 
Africa. 





She thus leaves England now, plus bilge keels 


and plus twenty tons of ballast, to make room for which 
latter a proportionate quantity of stores must, of course, 
be sacrificed. 

Tue marine parade at Brighton, Eng., is lighted by 
the Siemens electric lamps. These lamps, at first 
placed 150 feet apart, gave more light than was needed, 
and the distance between them has been increased to 
from 95 to 110 yards. They are placed on poles 40 feet 
high, and the illuminating power of each lamp is nomi- 
nally equal to 2,000 candles. 

A MEMORIAL has been forwarded to the Prime Minister 
from the Bombay branch of the East India Association, 
urging that the recent position of affairs, when more 
than 50,000 picked troops, British and native, main- 
tained wholly out of the revenues of British India, 
were engaged in field service far beyond the frontiers of 
India, affords unmistakable demonstration that the 
military armaments, as kept up for many years past 
under the government of India, are far larger than are 
needful for the maintenance of order in India and for 
the defence of the natural boundaries of the empire. 

Amone the proposals which the French War Office is 
desirous of seeing adopted by the Legislature during 
the present session there is one for rearranging the pay 
of the officers of the army. Hitherto the rates of pay 
have varied according to the different branches of the 
service. It is now proposed that henceforward, so far 
as regimental officers and the like are concerned, the 
rates of pay shall differ solely according as they are 
attached to foot or horse corps. The following are the 
rates of annual pay proposed to be established for the 
future, exclusive of deductions towards the pension 
fund, etc. : A marshal of France, 28,000f.; a general of 
division or intendant general of division, . 19,080f.; a 
general ot brigade, intendant general of brigade, or 
physician general, 12,000f.; a colonel, sub-intendant of 
the first class, or surgeon-major of the first class, 8,650f. 
or 7,920f., according as he is attached to a horse or foot 
corps; a lieutenant-colonel or an administrative officer 
of corresponding rank, 7,200f. or 6,480f., according to 
the corps; a chef-d’escadron, 5,940f.; and a chef-de- 
bataillon, 5,820f.; a captain of a horse corps, 3,960f. if 
of first class, and 3,600f. if of second class ; the corres- 
ponding rates for captains of foot corps are.to be 3,780f. 


and 8,420f.; a lieutenant of horse, 2,880f. or 2,700f., 
according to class, and a lieutenant of foot similarly, 
2,700f. or 2,520f.; a sub-lieutenant of horse, 2,340f. and 
of foot 2,160f. These rates are generally a slight 
increase on the existing rates except in the case of 
colonels and chefs-d’escadron of the special arms. The 
increase for the marshals is 180f.; generals of division, 
210f.; generals of brigade, 36f.; for the inferior infan- 
try officers, from 144f. to 360f. It is intended that the 
officers of the gendarmerie shall receive corresponding 
rates. 

Tue British Admiralty have not forgotten the lesson 
of the encounter between the Shah and her opponent. 
Advantage will be taken of the refit at Portsmouth, 
to provide her with an entirely new and much more 
powerful armament, but without increasing the number 
| of her chase and broadside guns. Her heavy muzzle- 
loaders will be superseded by the new, long, and narrow 
B. L. R. weapons, of which she will carry two eight- 
“inch and twenty-four six-inch guns; the 64-pounders 
being wholly dispensed with. She will be supplied 
with a couple of Gatling .45 machine guns, six Norden- 
felt one-rnch guns, and twelve 14-inch Whitehead 
torpedoes. In the number and power of her armament 
the Shah will be one of the most formidable cruisers 
afloat. 

Tue Voltaire states that a German battalion lately 
arrived at Warzburg station to take the train. The men 
were completely knocked up, having had a long march. 
A certain number of them were guilty of slight breaches 
of discipline on the road, and for these they were pun- 
ished most cruelly.

is to supersede the latter in the construction of the large 
propellers for British men-of-war. 

Tue inutility of short guns is the reason assigned for 
the abrupt stoppage in England of the work of convert- 
ing guns upon the Palliser system. Very many of the 
old 82-pounder cast-iron guns have under this method 
been relined with a wrought iron tube, rifled, and sup- 
plied with elongated projectiles, thus rendering thei 
fai ly effective as 64-pounders. That a long barrel is 
essential to real efficiency is, however, an established 
principle of modern gunnery, and the 32’s and 64’s of 
the last generation will probably soon become extinct. 

Tue lesson taught by the Boer attack on Majuba Hill 
is not being thrown away on the British military author- 
ities. The London 7imes says that ‘‘ the small loss of 
the attacking force on that occasion having been attri- 
buted to the want of practice of our troops in firing at 
moving objects at an unknown distance, the War Ottice, 
in order to remedy this defect, has directed that firing 
shall be practised under the conditions of real warfare, 
and that ten rounds of ball ammunition shall be served 
to every man at all stations where field-firing is prac- 
tised, the ten rounds being in addition to the annual 
allowance. The men, when skirmishing, will fire at 
dummy troops under cover from unknown distances.”
